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Continuation of 1 1 . In response to Applican'st argument that the cited reference of Okamoto fails to disclose copying/reproducing being 
performed on the same storage media, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Okamoto discloses reconstructed digital code are added to 
Input video signal to produce a recording signal with reconstructed digital code. Okamoto further teaches reconstructed digital control 
code is a code indicative of permission of copying (see claims 10-20). The analog signal are converted to digital then the digital signal is 
subjected to compression and the like processsing, added with an error correction code, control information and the like at the recording/ 
reproducing circuit 2 and recorded on the magnetic tape 14 (see col. 3 lines 1-12). 

In regard to Applicant's argument that the Examiner failed to address a control signal as input, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. In the 
last Office Action the Examiner addressed page 8 remarks. The Examiner also quoted Applicant's argument which concluded that 
Okamoto relies on a recording/reproducing control circuit that looks at copy information as input at analog input 12. Applicant attention is 
directed to page 8 of the remark dated on 06/05/2006 and paragraph 2 of Last Office Action. 
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
